Refunding Bill. 


'Washington, Jan. S.—The senate had 


a long and busy session yesterday, pass- 
ing s. number of bills on the qalender, 


• including several amendments to the 


law ot navigation, and also the bill au- 
thorizing the president to reappblnt to 
the 
navy Commander Quackenbush, 


whose case has occasioned much contro- 
versy. Progress was made on the bill for 
free homesteads on Indian lands, but a 
final vote was not reached. Mr. Plan 
u;iposed ihe bill in a lengthy speech, 
pointing out that it would cost the gov- 
ernment a loss of many millions. It was 
disclosed during the day that Represen- 
tative-elect Edward E. Kobins was the 
fcuthor of the letters from Havana read 
In the senate Wednesday. The other 
Cuban development of the day was a 
joint resolution offered by Mr. Mills 
<£>em. Tex.), declaring that the power of 
recognizing a new republic resides in 
congress recognizing the .Independence 
yf Cuba, and appropriating 510,000 for a 
United States minister to the republic 
of Cuba. Hr. Mills will speak on the res- 
olution next -Monday. The senate ad- 
journed until Monday. 


Senator Morgan oC Alabama intro- 


duced a new bill providing a method of 
settlement of the Pacific railroad debts, 
it directs the appointment .of. a.board 
of trustees for the; Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific and for the funding of 
the debtH of the roads. It authorizes 
the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds of the United States in such 
iirnount as may be necessary for the re- 
demption of the first mortgage bonds of 
the roads and in exchange for them 
dollar for dollar, the bonds not to be 
otherwise sold. The bonds are to run 
•for 30 years, though it is to-be optional 
\vith the government whether they shall 
be redeemed at any earlier or laterdate. 
The bonds are not to exceed $1000 in 
denomination, and are to bear 3 percent 
interest. They are to be payable 
to 


bearer, the title to pass by delivery. 


The secretary of the treasury is to 


take immediate possession of the lines 
of the road, together with telegraph 
lines, rolling stock and other property, 
tho roads to be conducted as the prop- 
>eny of thp United States by a board 
it! trustees composed of nine men, to be 
nominated by the president and con- 
firmed by the senate. The office of 
Pacific railroad director is to be abol- 
ished. The bond provides for a sinking 
fund of 1 per-cent per quarter o£ "the 
bonds issued account of 
the roads, 


to be invested in government securities, 
the fund to be used at the discretion of 
tho secretary of the treasury for the 
payment of the Pacific, bonds. It is pro- 
vided that the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific and tholr branches shall b,e 
operated Jointly as one .through line. 
The amount of stock is to be reduced 
.to correspond with the value of the. 
property. It is expressly provided that 
the United States shall not be respon- 
sible for other than the bonded debts 
of the roads. No stockholder is to re- 
ceive any dividend until the non-bonded 
debts tira paid, nor until the interest on1 
the bonds Is patd. There is a declaration 
• that the property is to be held in trust 
to be administered for the benefit of 
.creditors, to be restored to the stock- 
holders when all the debts are .paid.

The'distribntion of hydraulic power in 


London is tho biggest thing of Its kind in 
existence. It is not-only unique in tha 
sense of being tho largest distribution of 
power from central stations in any city in 
tha world, but it Is, excluding smaller in- 
stallations in other cities, the only instance 
of a poiver distribution which furnishes ex- 
clusively a power supply. In other systems 
—viz, gas. electricity and steam—tho main 
intention is to supply light and heat, the 
supply of power being only subsidiary. 
Even the compressed air supply^In Paris, 
which Is the nearest in idea to the hydrau- 
lic supply in London, ts dependent largely 
upon Its lighting business. 


Hydraulic power in London and other j 


cities isclso interesting in another way, in 
BO much that it depends not only exclusive- 
ly or mainly on tbo supply of power nlone, 
but that tbe supply was originally Intend- 
ed to serve, and le, In fact, almost entirely 
used for, on especial class of business—viz, 
that of lifting.

power in London Is Is. Bd. per 1,000 gal- 
lons. 
The pressure is 750 pounds per 


square inch, sa.that each 1,000 gallons con- 
tains S,73S horsepower hours of energy; Is. 
6(1 per 1,000 gullous is, therefore, equiva- 
lent to, s;iy, 2d. per horsepower hour. It

Bent. 


Tho Inventor of this device Is Dr. Robert 


D. Ungor of Chl».f;r>. With the first agita- 
tion regarding tho Roentgen rays, Dr. Un- 
ger becumii Interested in tho subject on 
account of tho medical possibilities in- 
volrod. JteDccting ono day on tho nature 
ol the mysterious vibrations, which, ho 
holds, aru ineroly etherlo disturbancea, he 
decided they ouyht to be put to some com- 
ticrclnl uso. A iktlo study put.hlm on tho 
truck of a plcturo telegraph, and the thing 
was clone. Almost his first; trial wag suc- 
cessful. Tho apparatus by which theso'as- 
tonisliing results .aro eipcctod to bo ob- 
tuincd consists of an extremely simple ar- 
ruugoniant. 
' Tho first essentials rue two Cr'ookasi 
tubes of equal intensity and resistance. 
Ono of theso is defined for tho sondlug 
end of tho tr.lophot nud ono for tho receiv- 
ing. Tho ono at tho sending station is 
mounted In thuuuunt manner, with Induc- 
tion colls arid battery nnd is made to give 
off tho Roentgen rays. 
Below It is placed 


tho picture to bo transmitted, Ihid out flat 
on a thin slab of vulcanite or other sult- 
ahio material. Still farther below that la 
tlie rnrlntor. ' 


The vnrlntor is tho most Important part 


of tho invention. I c consists of two parallel 
rods, acrcss and tit right angles to which 
aro several motal strips. 
Tho rays, going 


through tho picture, strike- on tho fir.-;t ol 
these two pencils and produce a mechan- 
ical impact This vibration Is transmitted 
to -the sreocd rod by means of the metal 
cross pieces. The shocks to this second rod, 
which is maclo of carbon, in turn vary its 
electrical resistance so as to produce a 
change in tho current flowing through it 
to the other ond of tho wire. 


At the receiving end this fluctuating 


current is passed through tho primary of 
an induction coil, while tho other Crookos 
tube is attached to the secondary, giving 
the vibrations of current in tho main cir- 
cle from the sending currocc, which will 
produce tho Ubnal action in the receiving 
Crootes tubo. 


A relay may bo put in tho main circuit 
:! necessary, bui \t la bellovod it will not 
bo needed except in cases of telegraphing a 
greater distance than, from Chicago to 
.New York. 


Under tho receiving tube is placed a 


piece of sensitized paper or a c!ry plato 
n;ich as photogruphurs use. 
This Is sub- 


jected to the direct action of tho tube, and 
n short exposure will reproduce a shadow 
nggntivo of tho print or picture at tho 
transmitting end. 


Tho theory oil which the telophot works 


is liko th:it of tho telephone. Tho inventor 
figures that.the Roentgen rays, in .going 
through the picture at the sending station, 
are partly cut off by the- material through 
which they pass, and hence produce a 
iDoJICecl eotlon upon the varlntor. 
These 


uiO'Jiflcationa aro in turn sent over the lice 
In the cloctrlo current, juat as the voice 
viQratlons are transmitted In talking 
through n telephone. 


Then, at tho farther end, these vibra- 


tions ore changed back to tho Roentgen 
raTS, which act In an urieqiial manner on 
tho sensitized plate, reproducing the orig- 
inal propertlss oE tho picture, or rather a 
sbr-.dow negative of them. 


First tests havo confirmed tho Invantoi 


In this theory. Through n line of more 
than .4.5 chms resistance, or more than 
that between Chicago and New York, he 
innde several fairly successful tests.

the newspaper picture of a piauo. He 
used ordinary photograph printing pnpsl 
at the receiving end, nud with a five min- 
ute- exposure, obtained the outline of a 
piano.

Bo IUa.de. 


Tho chief object ot a poultice is to sup- 


ply and retain hoat and moisture for tho 
relief of pain and ' internal congestion. 
Other but less frequent uses are for clean- 
ing tho surface of foul ulcers and hasten- 
ing tho removal oE dead tissne. 


Poultices aro best made of ground flaz- 


cced, but Incnso clilsls nottobe had bread, 
';ornmeal or homiuy may bo substituted. 


In making n bread poultice tho crust of 


the loaf should DOE be used, and it should 
bo remembered that such a poultice qnlck- 
ly becomes sour. 
"When coi'nmoal or 


hominy is used, salt should bo added to 
iincli application to prevent irritation of 
tiie skin. 


Tho greatest benefit of a poultice- comes 


from its bent. 
Therefore care ehpuld bo 


taken to apply it very hot. 


Tho fhbtsued meal should b'e mizetl with 


boiling water In a receptacle placed over 
tho lire, and the inlztnre should be con- 
stantly stirred until it Is of about the con- 
sistency o( oatmeal porridge. 
Tho batter 


should then be evenly spread, about half 
an inch in thickness, on a warm cloth 
folded in two or threo layers. 


Over tho surface of the flaxseed a piece 


of cheesecloth, white tarlatan or a fine 
cambric handkerchief should be laid, or, 
these failing, the eurfaco may be -covered 
with a small quantity of vaseline or sweet 
oil.- This procedure in no way interferes 
with tho action of tho poultice. Its object 
ia simply to prevent the flaxsoad from ad- 
hering to tho skin. 


The poultico, after being applied to tha 


body, should be covered with either oiled 
silk, flannel or ccttnn wadding, so that 
the hoat may be retained1. As soon ns tho 
poultico cools it should be removed and a 
frojih one applied. • 


lu order to render a poultice more of- 


fectivo in diminishing or relieving deep 
seated pain, as in tho chest nnd abdomen, 
mustard mny bo added to tho flaxseed. 
Such a poultice is fnr better, for ordinary 
purposes, than a mustard plaster. It is 
rarely followed by any unpleasanb Irrita- 
tion of tho skin. ' 


The mustard should not be added in the 


form of tho powder, but - should--bo' care- 
fully misud with a small amount of warm 
water and then thoroughly stirred into the 
flaxseed just before ic is spread upon the 
cloth. 
The amount of mustard should be 


varied, according to the severity of the pain 
and the .igo of the person. - 


The application of mustard in this form 


is particularly well suited to.children and 
old people, whose skin is easily irritated.— 
Youth's Companion.

How the Eurnlalicd Gold letters on the 


Window Pane Are Produced. ' 


The Bign letterer who is putting n gocd 


sign on a window paints tho letters upon 
the outside first, but these letters are only 
for a guide. Tho gold ie put upon the in- 
side of Che glass.. Tho gold leaf is so thin 
and lightthac the faintest breath would ba 
enough to blow it away. 
Ic is carried In 


tho familiar little books. 


The Ibtterer brushes the inner side of 


the glass back of the" lettering painted vipcn 
the outsido with a brush dipped in water 
containing a trace of mucilage. Then with 
a widoand very thin camel's hair brush, 
which he first . brushes lightly back .and 
forth onca or twice upon tho back of his 
head .or perhaps upon his coat, to dry it if 
It needs drying and slightly to. electrify it, 
ho lifts from the book a section of gold Icr.t 
Bcmcient to cover'a section of tho lett-.1 
amlplaces it on theg'lass. He repeats these 
operations until the- glass back of- •tho.let- 
ter painied on the front is covered with cho 
leaf. . It may require three or four. sections, 
such as cau ba picked up with the brush, to 
cover the letter or perhaps, mora, depend- 
ing on Its size- and shape. When ho has 
cbmplotcd the application nf tha leaf to ono 
letter, ho dampens the back of tho noxt 
acd proceeds "with that in the same man- 
ner, aud so on. until the letters are all 
backed with the gold leaf. 


Thus applied, tho gold leaf overlaps t!io 


letters more or less on all sides. It is bright 
in color, like all. gold, but it is not shining. 
It is bur'nished'by rubbing it gently on. the 
back— of •course it. cannot be rubbed on 
the face, for that'isagainsttheglass— ^with 
a soft cloth.- It burnishes, however, on the 
fnco as well OB on tha back. •' Then tho let- 
ters arc backed. ; The . exact shape of tho 
letter is painted over the back of tho goM 
leaf to flx it and protect it, 'and when tl:o 
back is dry the gold leaf projecting beyond 
the outline of the letter is. brushed off. It 
is not sought .to save this projecting leaf. 
There is not enough of It to pay for tho 
labor that would bo involved in gathering 
It together. jThcn the outside lettering, 
.which. is dona. with point tbat is but littlo 
more than iiKj.is rubbed off, and tha lus- 
trous gold lettering is revealed. — Now 
York Sun.

Has Had

In Textile 


Schools—His AKMst 


Christopher P- Brooks whose picture 


appeared In yesterday's Sun holds duul 
position as director and principal jirofess- 
or in tlte Lowell Textile School bas been 
iissociateil with technical education in 
England since the inception of the' move- 
ment there. He was one of the pioneers 
of the textile schools early in the eighties

•with which (Jermnoy anil France were 
establishing textile schools. "Prof. Brooks 
established and conducted for ft number 
of yunrs one of the llrst textile schools 
iu Laiiuashivi!. England and later received 
the appointment of examiner TO all the 
Textile bchcyls In great Briiniu, wliicb 
post he held for nvo years and resigned 
on coming to this couniry. Prof. Brooks 
las on several occasions been sent to 
various parts of Europe to report on 
textile schools aud new ruaiiutucturinK

ing up anew, the old struggle is ever 
and again being fought out, only to 
break out again'. At times a long, death- 
like calm has led the oppressors to be- 
lieve tLafc everything was arranged as 
"God ordained it should be," only to- 
be shocked into a consciousness of their 
mistake iu the midst of their fancied 
security,1 Kings trusted in their "di- 
vine right torulu" until startled to find.

Still 1;he com- 
motion was not quelled. Fugitive slave 
laws wore passed and enforced. A great 
decision was rendered by a supreme 
court that was to settle the status o£ 
slavery for all time to come.

and rumbling at first, a mighty storm 
•was rolling np. Noble John Brown 
made his desperate effort and was kill- 
ed for it, yot the perplexities and bitter- 
nesses increased. For all these many 
false adjustments one mighty and final 
settlement was to come. A time of aw- 
ful woe, of destruction, of horror, of 
death, and out of it all au eternal end- 
ing of a great wrong.

Immlerutlon Billl. 


The bill amending the immigration 


laws which was passed by the house in 
the last session of congress and the sub- 
stitute which was passed prior to the 
holi'dny recess by the senate have been 
carefully considered by Dr. Senuer of 
the immigration bureau of New York, 
who suggested several changes in the 
clauses of the original bill. The senate 
substitute excludes from this country, 
besides those persons kept out under ex- 
isting laws, all.persons more than 16 
years old who cannot read or write some 
language, with' the exception of the 
wife, child, parent or grandparent of 
an admissible immigrant. 
The chief 


amendment of the substitute is the 
clause relating to Cuban refugees, who 
are exempted from the exclusion act 


Dr. Senner thinks that the bill aa 


passed by the house, inasmuch as it ex- 
empts women from the reading and 
writing test, is better, for tho reason 
that this country is in need of domestic 
servants, and by the provisions of the 
senate substitute many suoh prospective 
servants will be debarred from entering. 
He also said that the-passago of the son- 
ate substitute would mean the exclusion 
of about 28,000 persons yearly over and 
above those excluded nnder existing 
laws. This is about 10 per cent of the 
yearly number of immigrants to this 
country. Included in this 28,000 would

Rrltiali x-abcr Congress. 


In his remarks before .the American 


Federation of-Labor, Frateraal Delegate 
Samuel Woods of England said : 


"The labor congress of Great Britain 


•was established 20 'years' ago.' Its first 
meeting was held at Manchester iu. 1808, 
and thoro wero present 34 delegates, 
representing 100,000 trades .unionists. 
Tradesi unions at that .time were ro' 
gnrded not only with suspicion, but 
with hatred by-the'Wealthy classes of 
tho country. It is .true.they.hud.been 
legalized so far back''-as. 1824, bet they 
had never been popular. They wers not 
merely assailed in parliament, but were 
openly condamned by the -press, on the 
platform aud in the pulpit with a vio- 
lence seldom equaled in the history of 
any country. "Some of the'subjects con- 
sidered at the first congress indicated 
the preliminary character of the gather- 
ing-and. show clearly that the delegates 
were but feeling thoir wny toward a 
more permanent and .thorough form of 
organization.

its condition in these 29 years, both in 
the tremendous influence it wields over 
parliament, and indeed over tho gov- 
ernment itself, in its largely increased, 
memborship and the number of dele- 
gates attending its annual conventions.

This is the thirtieth year since the 


first eight hour law was introduced into 
onr legislature;': arid Hie statute still al- 
lows the employment of certain classes 
of employees for a longer period than 
eight hours. Those who are engaged iu 
farm labor, in domestic labor, in the 
operation of street, steam',-surf ace and 
elevated railroads, or who are employed 
in such brickyards ns are owned'by cor- 
porations and uot by individuals, are 
still eicepted and must work u longer 
period for a day's wnges. Agreomets for 
overwork for eitra compensation are in 
all cases allowed, and the eight hour 
law applies to work for the state, or.for 
any municipal corporation, or for any 
contractor for state or city work. 


The street, surface aud elevated rail- 


road employees are permitted by law to 
work 10 hours within 12 consecutive 
hours, and brickmaking in yards owned 
or operated by -corporations and not by 
individuals may. be dona for ten hours 
a day. 


As to steam, surface nnd elevated rail- 


roads, 10 hours'labor, performed within 
12 consecutive hours, constitute*! a legal 
day,, except wbera^. the mileage system

which aro urged against the trades un- 
ions most often io that striSos are old 
and effete weapons;.that they have lost 
-thoir power to secure permanent or even 
temporary advantages. As1 a matter of 
fact, there is no one who has devoted 
thought to our movement .but who will 
endeavor by every means within .his 
power to prevent tha.. inauguration.of 
strikes or to take scoh measures as will i 
oring their number down to 'a- "mini- | 
muui. Ic would liot be amiss to say hero ' 
that I have yet to meet.sn active trades 
.unionist who does not deplore'the neces- 
sity of strikes and who has not in count- 
ies" instances averted them. But TO as- 
sert that strike's are ineffective is t-o as- 
sert that which has no foundation in 
fact.

ia securing justice, to .labor. With or- 
ganized labor, .corporations and nnfair 
employers, will soon realize that concoa-.

All being conscious, however, of what 
is involved, we are now-more careful of 
entoring into haphazard strikes than 
ever before, not because they are inef- 
fective, but because the voice of labor 
ia more distinctly and 
emphatically 


heard.

We need never fear that uthe workers 


will fail to secure relief, improvement, 
amelioration and finally emancipation 
provided they are- organized .as true 
trades unionists. With this basis for'their 
organization, they will prove a citadel 
of-power .and defense against all antag- 
onism directed from whatsoever.source. 
The secrat of labor's success, to labor's 
progress, to labor's best improvement, 
liesin :tne one word organization, for 
there cannot be organization -without, 
education, there cannot be organization 
without agitation, there cannot bo or- 
ganization of the wage earner's'on'trades 
union lines which does not mean .final 
emancipation.

But wholly aside from the indisputa- 


ble fnots which demonstrate that strikes 
or preparation for strikes is a most 
potent weapon to .secure batter-cpndi: 
tions for the workers, a cursory "view of 
modern methods by which industry is 
conducted will convince '[hat now moro 
than ever are strikes .most effective. 
The concentration of large numbers by 
which one industry is so closely allied 
to another -that the stopping of one 
branch may mean the paralysis of nearly 
all, the vast.sums invested in the;plants 
and.in the highest developed machinery 
—thesa aud cou'Et-les'a -other cou;idera- 
tious inake the modern strike not only 


j effective, bat more so than ever before 
in the world's history. 


Wo observe the effort in civilized na- 


tions to reach sett)omer^s of.disputes by 
olber means .than a resctt ..to arms., ;Is 
this not a realization of tho fact that 
modern warfare is sp_ destructive .that 
nations pref ar making concussions rather 
than to indulge in what practically 
might be a wur of extermination? De- 
spite these peaceful settlements by na- 
tions, however, they neither, of ^them 
disarm, nor do smaller or'weaker np- 
tions enjoy these blessings at the bauds 
of tho larger, the strongbr. 


The same reasoning applies to the or- 


ganization of labor aud the employers of 
labor. Wealth and capital are the arms of 
the employing clues. The trades unions 
: with funds—the ammunition of labor— 
provided by the workers during periods 
of peaceful employment, are -the.arms 
of labor. Saoh ' ft condition may mean 
practically armed peace, btitthut this is

It was 
disclose'!1, during Iho clliy that Eepreser.- 
tiLiivc-c-;c-c; Euivaicl E. Kriblns was the 
author ot tha letters r. nm'Havana read 
l)i the senate Wednesday. The other 
Cuban development of the day was a 
Joint resolution offered by Mr. Hills 
(Dem. Tex.),'declaring that the power of 
recognizing a new republic resides in 
congress recognizing Ihe Independence 
of Cuba, and apprupnailns SlO.UOu for a 
United States minister to the republic 
of Cuba.

duced a new bill providing a method of 
Battlement of the Paciiic railroad debts. 
It'directs the appointment of a board 
of trustees for the Union Pacific and 
Cenu-iu Pa-clflc, nnd for the funding of 
the debr.s of the roads. It authorizes 
tht yeeietary of the treasury to issue 
bonds of the United States in such 
r-rnourj: as may be iitc't-s'sary for Ihe re- 
demption of the first mortgage bonds of 
the roads and in exchange for them 


-dollar for dollar, tne bonds not to be 


otherwise sold. The bonds are to run 
for 30'years, though it Is to be optional 
with the government whether theyshall 
be radeemed at any earlier or later date. 
The bonds are not to exceed S1000 in 
denomination, and are to bear 3 per cent 
Interest. They are to be payable to 
bearer, the title to pass by delivery. 


Tho -secretary of the 'treasury Is to 


Lake Immediate possession of the lines 
of the road, together with telegraph 
lines, rolling stoclc and other property, 
the roads to be conducted as the prop- 
erty of the United States by a board 
of trustees composed of nine men, to be- 
nominated by the president and con- 
firmed by the senate. The office of 
Pacific railroad director is to be abol- 
Ishc-d. The bond provides for a sinking 
fund of 1 per cent per quarter of the 
bonds Issued ' account of-' the 
roa'ds, 


to be Invested in government securities, 
the fund to be used at the discretion of 
tho secretary of the -treasury for -the 
payment of the Pacific bonds. It Is pro- 
vided that the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific and thoir branches shall be 
operated jointly as one through line. 
The amount of stock is to be reduced 
to correspond with the value of the 
property. It is expressly provided that 
th3 United States shall not be respon- 
sible for other than the bonded debts 
of the roads. No stockholder Is to re- 
.eelveany dividend until the non-bonded 
debts are paid, nor un-11.the interest on 
the bonds is paid. There is a declaration 
that the property Is to be held In trust 
to be administered for the benefit of 
creditors, to be restored .to the stock- 
holders when all the debts are paid.

The 
bill as passed is" a substitute for the 
house bill, but is essentially the same 
measure. It provides for shipping com- 
,,fniss!oii officers, for the shipment and 
1 discharge of sailors; fixes 72 cubic feet as 
the minimum space to be allowed each 
scrarna1.! on a large vessel, and makes 
minor changes In the regulation o£ lights, 
signals, settlement of seamen's estates, 
etc. The bill amending the laws relating 
to American stamen occasioned a long 
and fruitless debate, which led Mr. Per- 
kins to characterize the talk :is a "tem- 
pest In a teapot," whereat Mr. Hill pro- 
tested against calling the senate a "tea- 
pot." The bill v.-p.s finally laid aside, and 
at 5:30 p. m. the senate held a brief exec- 
utive session, and soon adjourned until 
Monday.

Hjdraulic Power. For City Supply. 


. The distribution of hydraulic poirerln 
London Is tbe biggest thing of its kind In 
existence. It is not only unique In the 
sense of being tbo largest distribution of 
power, from central stations In ony city in 
the vfbrld, but it Is, eiol-uding smaller in- 
stallations in other cities, tbe only instance 
of a power distribution which f umlsbes ox- 
clnslvely a power supply. In other systems 
—viz, gas, electricity and steam—the main 
lutentlon is to supply light and heat, tba 
supply of power being only subsidiary. 
Even the compressiid air supply in Paris, 
which' is tha nearest in idea to the hydrnn- 
116 supply In London, Is dependent largely 
upon Its lighting business. 


Hydraulic power In London and other 


cities is also interesting in another way, In 
BO much that It depends not only exclusive- 
ly or mainly on the supply of.power alone, 
but thac tbe supply was originally Intend- 
ed to serve, and is, in fact, almost entirely 
used for, one special class of busineAB—viz, 
that of lifting. 


The lowest rate charged for hydraulic 


power In London is Is. 6d. per 1,000 gal- 
lons. 
The pressure is 750 pounds per 


square Inch, so that each 1,GOO gallons con- 
tains 8,738 horsepower hours of energy; Is. 
6(1 per 1,000 gallons Is, therefore, equiva- 
lent to, say, 2d. per horsepower hour. II 
Is only the largest hydraulic plants, pump- 
Ing £0,000,000 or more gallons per quarter, 
•which arc capable of pumping .at this 
cost, if to the actual public expenses are 
added tbe interest and depreciation on 
the capital valne of the plant and the value 
of the spnce occupied by It 


The largest private pumping plants ex- 


isting In London ore at tho railway goods 
depots, and at one of the principal and 
most modern of these depots, at which over 
100,000,000 gallons per year ore primped, 
the pumping cost, exclusive of Interest 
and other charges, is 9d. per 1,000 gal- 
lone, and the total cost -would be very lit- 
tle, if atall, below la 6d. per 1,000 gallons.

The Cuban "Troaha." 


The trooha to which frequent referencu 


Is made in Cuban dispatches describing 
tbo movements of General Weyler It a for- 
tlnad line extending across the Island from 
2darlel on tbe northern coast to Majana 
on tha southern. Tbe purpose of the 
Spanish commanders, In constructing and 
fortifying this line, was. to cut ofl the 
western, province of Pin&r del Rio from 
tbe rest of the Island, and thus to prevent 
the retreat of the forces of the Cuban lead 
et Maceo, who was operating In that prov 
luce. ' Marlel, the northern terminus of 
the line, is about £6 miles west of Havana, 
and at two points—Qualoajay, which la filJC 
miles eouth of Mariel, and Artemisa, -which 
la four miles north of Majana—there is dl- 
teot railway connection with Havana'. 
West of the trooba there is a fairly open 
country for a few miles, but beyond Is the 
mountainous region in which Macoo'l 
forces had their camps. 
- The defense! of tho southern lection of 
tha line, from Majana to Artemisa, consist 
of a continuous line of small blockhouses, 
about ISO yards apart, connected by rlSe 
pits and trenches and protected in front 
by barbed wire fencing and by wire entan 
gloments. Some of the blockhouses are 
made'of loose stone, and some of heavy 
planking. 
At four points on the line are 


camps, with strong garrisons supporting 
tbe men in the trenches and blockhouses. 
Tlie central section, from Artemisa to 
Guanajay, is 12 miles long and is protect- 
ed with stone breastworks, barbed wire 
and blockhouses, with camps at Intervals 
of a mile and a half. The ground hero Is 
level and open. But tho northern section, 
from Guanajay to Mortal, runs through a 
broken" country, such as prevents the con- 
struction of a continuous line of trenches 
and 'blockhouses. All the commanding 
heights are fortified, and tbe road is pro- 
teuted with trenches and breastwoika 
Twenty thousand Spanish troops guard 
the trocha.—Youth's Companion.

The greatest beneUt of. a poultice comes 


Therefore core should be 


taken to apply It very hot. ' 


The flivxseed meal should be mixed .with 


boiling water In a receptacle placed over 
tho fire, and tho mixture should bo con- 
stantly stirred until It is of about tho con- 
sistency of oatmeal porridge. 
Tho batter 


should then be evenly spread, about half 
nn inch in thickness, on a warm cloth 
folded in two or three layers. 


Over the surface of the flaxseed a piece 


of cheesecloth, white tarlatan or a lino 
cambrlo handkerchief should, be laid, or, 
these failing, the surface may be covered 
with a small quantity of vaseline or fiweet 
oil. 
This procedure in no way interferes 


with tho action of tho poultice. Its object 
is simply to prcvonc the flalsced from ad- 
hering to the skin. 


The poultice, after being applied to tha 


body, should be covered with either oiled 
silk, flannel or cotton wadding, so that 
tho heat may be retained. 
As soon as the 


poultice cools it should be removed, and a 
fresh ODO applied. .. 


In order to render a poultice more ef- 


fective In diminishing or relieving deep 
seated pain, as in tho chest and abdomen, 
mustard mny bo added to the flanscod. 
Such a poultice is far better, for ordinary 
purposes, than o mustard plaster. 
It Is 


rarely followed by any unpleasant Irrita- 
tion of, tho skin. 


Tho mustard should not be added In the 


form of the powder, but should be care- 
fully mixed with a email aiaonnt of warm 
water ond then thoroughly stirred into the 
Uaxseed just before It Is spread upon the 
cloth. 
Tho amount of mustard should bo 


varied, according to thoseverity of the pain 
and tho ago of tha person. 


Tho application of mnstard In this form 


Is particularly well suited to children and 
old people, whoso skin Is easily irritated.— 
Youth's Companion.

How the Harnlshad Gold !Letters on the 


"Window Pana Are Produced. 


The sign letterer who Is putting a good 


sign on a window, paints tho letters upon 
the outside first, but these letters are only 
for a guide. Tho gold 1= put upon the In 
side of the glass.i Tho gold lanl Is so thin 
ond light that the faintest breath would bo 
enough to blow it away. Ic la carried In 
the familiar-little books. 


Tho lettarer brushes the Inner side of 


tha gloss 'back of the lettering painted upc_ 
tho outside with a brush dipped iu water 
containing a trace of mucllagoj Then wi th 
a wide and very thin camel's hair brush 
which he flrst brushes lightly back anc 
forth once or twice upon the bock of. hi3 
head or perhaps upon his coat, to dry it i: 
It needs drying and slightly to electrify ic, 
he lifts from the book a section of gold lenl 
sufficient to cover a section of the lett^- 
and places It on the glass. He repeats these 
operations.until the glass back of the let- 
ter painted on the front is covered with the 
leaf. Ic may require.three .or four sections, 
such as can ba picked up with tho brush, to 
cover tho letter or perhaps more, depend- 
ing on Its -size and shape. - When he has 
completed the application of the leaf to one 
letter, bo'dampens the back of the next 
and proceeds with that in tbe same man- 
ner, and so on until the letters are all 
backed with the gold leaf. 


Thus applied the gold leaf overlaps tbe 


letters more or less on ail sides. It is bright 
in color, like all gold, but.it isnot shining. 
It Is burnished by rubbing Ic gently on tho 
back—of course It cannot be rubbed on 
the face, for that is against the glass—with 
a soft cloth. It burnishes, however, on the 
face aawell as on the back. , Then the let- 
ters are backed. The exact shape of tho 
letter la painted over the back of the gold 
leaf to fix it and protect it, and when tho 
back is dry the gold Jeaf projecting beyond 
the outline of the letter is brushed off. It 
Is not sought to save this projectin 
There is not enough ot it to pay for tho 
labor that would be involved In gathering 
it together.

Ic tho first place, It has. teen noticed that 
iron will not rust in dry air or chemically 
pnro water. 
Thus', for instance, In Are- 


qulpa, In southern Peru, not only will iron 
notrusu-ln the open-air, but rusty Iron 
brought'up from-the coast will become 
clear again. It now seems certain that 
carbonic acid Is necessary to the rusting of 
Ircn.'tlie reaction seeming to be as follows: 
First, ferrous carbonate is formed. 
Th1-- 


'la dissolved 111 the slightly acidulated wa- 
ter and becomes ferrous bicarbonate. This 
in turn decomposes in presence of air Into 
magnetic oxide, and this last innkes with 
the.water the hydrated ferric oxide or red- 
dish brown powder," whluh Is known as 
iron. rust.; Electricity, again; soems 
have something to do with it 
If, of two 


metals soldered together, one be electro 
positive to theother, the oxidation or rust- 
ing will be slower In the positive and more 
rapid • in 'che . negative.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Her verses con- 
tain too much truth and good sense to 
be genuine poetry, yet when words glide 
along as smoothly and aptly as though 
Bponlaneonsly springing from the depths 
of tho soul what more is wanted to' 
maku them poetry? A dny or two since I 
camo upon the little poern, "Not Settled 
Y«t," and the words have been singing 
themselves through my brain after the 
fnshionof MarkTwniu's "Pnnch, brottf- 
ers, punch with caro" ever since: 


Though the licol of tho strong oppressor 


lf:iy Erlnd tho weak in the dnsfc, 


Ajid the voles of Came, with one ucolalm, 


Muy call him great QDd just, 


Let those who nppland tuke -warnlnB 


And koep tho motto in sight— 


No question ia ever Kutl-lod 


Until it is settled ri^ht. 


The world has been long in learning 


thia lesson, and it has not mastered it 
yet. Over and over troublesome ques- 
tiona have been "settled," while the 
questioners were crushed out, only to 
come up again and again because they 
were not "settled right." Years ago tha. 
inquisition tried to settle disputed theo- 
logical questions by flame and torture 
ohambar. Hillions of human beings 
cruelly 
perished, but the questions 


would not down and never could be 
buried until the right of the individual 
to his own religious belief was recog- 
nized. 


The revolts of the oppressed have 


been put down and the rebala killed in 
all ages. 
The tyrants have -believed 


again and again that their subjects 
would now recognize their power and 
be content to remain in their proper 
places. Yet with every generation the 
thonght, "Might I not rise?" is spring- 
ing up anew, tha old struggle.is ever 
and again being fought out, only to 
break out again. At times a long, death- 
like calm has led the oppressors to be- 
lieve that everything was arranged us 
"God ordained it should be,"only to 
be shocked into a consciousness of their 
mistake in the midst of their fancied 
security. Kings trusted in their 
"di- 


vine right to rule" until startled to find 
it doubted on all sides. They essayed to 
settle the question by killing some thou- 
sands of their subjects, but it would 
not do; the question would not stay set- 
tled, and never has, until now there is 
scarcely a crowned head that does not 
exist en mere sufferance. 


In this land, where liberty was caught 


and impaled in a constitution that the 
people might be everlastingly sure of 
it, slaves toiled under "stripes and 
soars," the sonrce of o ceaseless turbn- 
lenoy. It was settled again and again 
that the blaok race was ordained of God 
to serve the white forevermore. But it 
would not settle. They persecuted Gar- 
rison and nearly settled the question at 
the end of a rope. They mobbed man 
and women who could not let the mat- 
ter rest. They destroyed abolition press- 
es and killed Lovejoy, believing that 
interference with the "divine institu- 
tion" would thus be stopped. " Once it 
was limited to certain lines in order to 
settle the question, then extended again 
and compromised upon. Still the core- 
motion was not quelled. Fugitive slave 
laws were passed and enforced. A great 
decision was rendered by a supreme 
court that was to settle the status of 
slavery for all time to come. But, low 
and rumbling at first, a mighty storm 
was rolling up. Noble John Brown 
made his desperate effort and was kill- 
ed for it, yot the perplexities and bitter- 
nesses increased. For all these many 
false adjustments one mighty and final 
settlement was to come. A time of aw- 
ful woe, of destruction, of horror, of 
death, and out of it all an eternal end- 
•ing of a, great wrong. 


'But only a form of' slavery was thus 


swept away. Labor's qneries were not 
yet settled. Poverty still stalked boldly 
forth in a World of plenty. 
Ineffectual 


now, the old "command, "To be content 
in the position in which it has pleased 
God to call you." Useless'now to worn 
the rebellious, to heap disgrace and 
punishment upon the disobedient. 
The 


turbulence would not be quieted. Great 
strikes, born of oppression and robbery, 
began to be put down at the point of 
the bayonet. Guns, prisons, courts were 
brought into action to.settle the ques- 
tion. Brava men who cried too loudly 
and eloquently for the full freedom of 
the toiler were pnt to' death, as John 
Brown Tvas - before them. 
Yet nothing 


was settled. The great, problem surged 
Dp wherever a brain could think. Anew 
the great discontent broke out,, and the 
combined forces of government, its sol- 
diers, its supreme judges, .its sacred in- 
junctions, were called into action to 
calm the storm. A single movement wai 
checked, but ideas traveled on with re- 
newed impetus. 


Here and there the wiser ones have 


sought to settle the turbulencv by amel- 
iorative measures—by factory " inspeo- 
tion laws, sweatshop laws, prison con- 
tract laws, shorter hours, profit sharing, 
etc. But these, ingrafte'd on to old, cor- 
rupt systems, could settle nothing. No 
lasting relief has yet been obtained bj 
any of thesEi new and various adjust- 
ments. Indeed, poverty has grown more 
intense and accumulated fortunes more 
enormous. Tha few idle men, the'occa- 
sional vagabond we once knew have 
grown into u great army of unemploy- 
ed, not shiftless, worthless, lazy idlers,- 
but skilled mechanics with good.graina 
and sturdy hoar IB. Did any one: imag- 
ine ths problem they presented-could 


- bs settled offhand?; They flwopt aorose 
the continent with a mighty tread that 
shook society to its foundations. People 


know not now to act. By turns they fed, [ 
cajoled, placated them, or mocked, im-1 
prisoned, starved and drove them onr i 
ward. At the seat of government their ; 
demands were ignored, their leader ar- I 
rested—apparently because the grass : 
grew'Where he wanted to step—they' 
were themselves threatened, harassed, 
starved, until there was no longer^ an 
array—it melted away from the annoy- 
ed gaze of the lawmakers, and—the 
case was settled'. 


Bat WHS it? Though the army disap- 


peared tha units still lived and are liv- 
ing today, haoiiting every city, villago. 
and highway with their grim and des- i 
perate faces, a materialized form of the ' 
irrepressible question which forbids'nny 
man to rest luxuriously in secure indif- 
ference. -.Tramp laws and vagabbud or- 
din a aces have been passed in vain. In • 
many towns it is a crime to feed a 
homeless -fellow being—a-paralloi with 
the old dastardly fugitive slave laws. ;" 
Sober and upright men have been and 
are chained together and worked nnder ; 
armed guards. Nothing quite EO dia> j 
bolical has taken legal shapa since tha '. 
old Hlavs catching Jaws were in force as ' 
these same "trnmn laws," which mako '. 
a man's deepest sorrows his worst; 
crime. And thoy do not afteot, do not;, 
touch,-the question. The narrow, old 
grannies of councilman, who imagine;' 
they have secured peace through such j 
measures, will he terribly waked upj 
some day. For these men esist, and i 
they mean to, though conditions which j 
forbid their dying on the streets or in j 
the "rivers' are driving them fatally near 
the "dead line." Today they are call- 
ling meetings in every large city, parad- 
ing the streets, headed by bands made 
up of their own unemployed musicians, 
addressing large audiences with fiery 
eloquence. Perhaps some new move will 
quiet these demonstrations for a time. 
Perhaps vindictive mine owners, aided 
by a subsidized press and an expensive 
military protection, will crush the man- 
ly stand for independence which the 
western miners have made. But quiet 
thus obtained cannot last. Settlements 
obtained by force or by fraud, or by con- 
cessions and 'compromises, or well in- 
tentioned ameliorative measures will not 
endure. The question must be settled 
"right" before it will stay settled. And 
this oan only be when every worker ia 
secure in the possession of all he pro- 
duces. '

Immigration 


The bill amending the immigration 


laws which was passed by the house in 
the last session of congress end the sub- 
stitute which was passed prior to the 
holiday recess by tho senate have been 
carefully considered by - Dr. Sanuer of 
tha immigration bureau of New York, 
who suggested several changes in the 
clauses of the original bill. .The senate 
substitute excludes from this country, 
besides those persons kept out under ex- 
isting laws, all persons 'mora than 16 
years old who cannot read or write some 
language, with the exception of the 
wife, child, parent or grandparent of 
an. admissible immigrant. 
The chief 


amendment of the substitute is the 
clause relating to Onban refugees, who 
are exempted from the exclusion aot. 


Dr. Senner thinks that the bill as 


passed by the house, inasmuch as it ex- 
empts women from the reading and 
writing test, is batter, for the reason 
that this country is in need of domestic 
'servants, and by the provisions of the 
senate substitute many such prospective 
servants will be debarred from entering. 
He also said that the passage of the sen- 
ate substitute would moau the exclusion 
of about 28,000 persons yearly over and 
above those excluded under 
existing 


laws. This is abont 10 per oant of the 
yearly.number of immigrants to this 
country. Included in this 28,000 would 
be about 11,000 Italians; also about 10 
per cent of all Italians coming over here. 


."Window GlacB Worker*. - ^ 


As an outcome of the agreement which 


recently went into effect between the 
window glass workers of- Pennsylvania 
and the manufacturers' committee on 
wages, by.which the old scale ie main- 
tained, about 4/000 skilled"glass workers 
and frilly as many more workmen em- 
ployed in the manufacture of American 
window glass broke the longest season j 
of idleness they hare experienced since j 
the strike of 1883, when they ware out j 
seven months, practically the duration ! 
of the recent shut down. The wage bat- i 
| tie of this year, The Commoner and | 
Glais Worker says, will -go down as the 
greatest the workers' association has 
had in years. The prospects for contin- 
ued employment until the last of June, 
1897, are most encouraging for the work- 
ers, while recent moves indicate that 
the manufacturers stand a reasonable 
chance of coming through the season 
with a fair rate jDf profit.

gions lie. That dream. \va3 fo.uutled m 
the oervonS'Bystem and designed., to en- 
conrage the promotion-of fctara tax on 
the poor. Priest and post,' operating on 
the pastp.ud f nturerhave hadeither'apmo- 
thing thnt was roseato'at thacornmeDoo- 
ment or glorious at'tho promised end'of- 
the line. It is delightful to look at.the 
begiuaing. It wonlt} beglorions to gaze 
upon the end, bnt, nnhappilv, we are 
not armed with tho forces to compro- 
hend either. I have -never'exactly nu- 
derstood how I conld ucqnit myBelf for 
sius of omission aga'inst heaven by un- 
complainingly . acquiescing 'in human 
wrongs daily ^committed. .The ideal oi 
hninau conception is Jesueot Nazareth- 
He always love.d. the poor,.and never re- 
proached the rich exoept for their ob- 
trusive greed and 'selfishn'esa 
He felt 


that the wealth of the:rioh was a treat 
held in store, after furnishing needed 
comforts to the hclderai .to ba used for 
thu benefit of their brother man. 
Why 


should'not the whole world . ba. in con- 
tentment and happiness? Is there to be 
no measure to the appetite of the greedy 
and the covetous? What excuse has he 
to offer either to .God or the public who, 
reveling in the luxurious, wealth with 
wJiich the earth, the mother of. ns all, 
abounds, exacts of the toiler under its 
service his sweat and blood and refuses 
to give him "u wage eqnal to 2 per cent 
of the woalth that his labor makes avail- 
able? How does it happen that great 
blocks are built by mine owners and 
banks maintained by the product- of 
miners'labor, and yet the miners are 
regarded as outcasts because the labor 
that makes all thia wealth available 
asks a decent recognition? 


This is one of the problems which, 


notwithstanding tho last election, has 
to be reckoned with, and reckoned with 
in 'dead earnest. - The bare foot that is 
bunised by the rocks at one end of the 
path is breeding danger to tha cushioned 
foot that trips along at the other end of 
the path. While states and nations may 
spend millions of dollars to avenge the 
injured rights of a citizen at the ex- 
tremities of the world, yet any state or 
nation that knowingly and advisedly 
loans its power to enable a few men to 
fix their mark to which human indus- 
try and prosperity may rise and beyond 
•which it shall not rise can hope for no 
prolonged esistance. 


Many of the strikes in . this country 


have been originated not- by the strikers, 
bnt by men wno are secretly engaged in 
gambling in mining and railroad stocks. 
Ileview, if yon please, the strike on the 
Little Pittsburg mine, art unwarranted 
proceeding, got up by the jobbers in the 
ttocks of that mine to cover their own 
iniquity. Recall," if you please, 
the 


strike we had on the Bio Grande rail- 
road ten years ago, when dynamite was 
oxploded every week at the same place 
and under the same locomotive, and no- 
bcdy serionsly injured, and . then, re- 
viewing the incidents connected with 
both, is there not room for houast judg 
ment to ask what causes occasioned the 
Leadville strike and whose interests are 
to be promoted by its continuance? 


Every day this state is required to put 


up $1,000 to keep a militia force at thia 
great mining center. Governor Mclntira 
haa been asked by reputable oiti'.tens not 
to confiscate anybody's property, not to 
establish martial law, but to appoint a 
committee wholly noupartisan in its 
character, made up of one Republican, 
one Democrat, one Fopnlist, one mem- 
ber of tha Miners' union and one of tha 
roina owners, to investigate and report 
to him the origin and oanEes of this 
strike. Both parties may be measurably 
in the right; both parties may be meas- 
urably in the wrong. 


It is little short of criminal to onll 


those who ara advocating peaceful and 
honorable adjustment of existing trou- 
bles anarchists and destroyers of soci- 
ety. 
What we are seeking is peace, the 


product of vrisa law and established or- 
der—order • not 
established 
by brute 


force, bnt by triumph of reason, jus- 
tice and charity.- With the actual mer- 
its of the pending controversy I am 
largely ignorant, but is it a sin to make 
an honest effort to learu what has occa- 
sioned an unhappy condition of aCfa'irs? 
The great Mirabeau, in the French" na- 
tional 
convention, solemnly declared 


that there never was a public clamor 
that did not rest on a public grievance. 
To remedy grievances Is one inducement 
to the formation of government;. Let 
us have the decency to inquire wbat has 
originated this trouble.—Jaraea B. Eel- 
ford in Denver News.

probable, however, that'any ;bill of this 
sort can get through the-een'ate in the 
face'of the criticism it will receive from' 
tha mambers of .the judiciary commit- 
tee.—Washington Cor.-Chicago Keoord.

ever present, no mutter how good tha 
times, because of the movement Ameri- 
caward of thousands in foreign lauds 
and because of the tendency cityward of 
the rural population. An instance waa 
oited of one girl who came to New York 
and made a decided success. Subse- 
quently 28 other girls followed from her 
own town,-and all. but three were en- 
tirely submerged. This constant flock- 
ing to the cities of those who would 
better stay at home with conditions they 
do understand than rush with no definite 
purpose into the anxious ranks of un- 
skilled labor under conditions they do 
not understand ia that which compli- 
cates the efforts of the well disposed 
and menaces organized labor. 


Out of 6,000. applicants for work only

THE GREAT QUESTION 


JT IS CLAMORING FOR ANSWER NOW j 


AS IT WAS FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Irho Slavish Condition of the Working- 


man tha S*mo All Orer tho "World. 
Channel Which Have Taken flaoe ID 
fhlm Country—Danger In the Situation,

"The greatest question in the world," 


said George Eliot's radical workman, 
"is how to give every man a man's 
share in what goes on in life." And it 
la as great a question today, not only in 
England, but in America as well, as it 
was at the date of the reform bill. We 
are still asking ourselves how to give 
every man a man's share—"not a pig's 
share, not a horse's share, not the shore 
ot a machine fed with oil only to make 
it work nud nothing else. It isn't a 
man's sharojust to mind your own pin- 
making or your own glass blowing and 
higgle about your own wages and bring 
: 


np yonr family to be ignorant eons of, 
- ignorant fathers and no better prospect j 
—that's a slave's share." 
i 


Fifty yeara ngo OT more the English , 


worbingman had a slave's share beyoud j 
• doubt. His American brother h a d j 
something more than a slave's share— 
not much more, it is true, but he had 
the great advantage of a "better pros- 
pect," and his heart was filled with 
hope. He had some ohanca to be inde- 
pendent, and the superiority of his con- 
dition cost its shadow far across tho 
ocean ou to his English brethren aucl 
filled their hearts with yearning. Oh, 
for the political conditions of America! 
'They would quickly mend things then. 
They would soon fix it HO that eaoh of 
them should have a man's share. Tho 
great struggle was, therefore, for tliej 
franchise. It was useless for Felix Holt 
to say to them, "I shonld like to con- 
vince you that votes will never Rive you 
political power worth having while 
things are oa they are now and that if 
you go the right way to work you niaj 
get power sooner without votes." They 
wonld not listen to each talk. Their 
faith in the ballot was supreme. Felix 
and a few radicals like him might wish 
to "go to some roots a good deal lower 
down than the franchise." They might 
believe that "while Caliban is Caliban, 
though you multiply him by 1,000,000, 
ha'll worship every Triuculo that carries 
a buttle," but they were vastly in tho 
minority and their opinions didn't 
count for muoh. But were they not 
right? 


How much more than a slave's share 


does the English vrorkingman got today, 
notwithstanding the great extension)! of 
the suffrage that have been granted dur- 
ing the past half centnry? And the 
American—with manhood suffrage since 
the beginning of the government, with 
the power to mold political conditions 
and sway governments to suit bis will 
conceded to him universally, as a prac- 
tically indefeasible .right—how .much 
more than a slave's share does he enjoy? 


Taken as a class, the American work- 


insincn are much worse off than they 
were a half century ago. They are less 
independent, less self reliant nnd hope- 
ful for the future. We can noto symp- 
toms of degeneracy on every haijd. Tho 
old type of workingman, so familiar a 
generation ago, v*ho dared stand up be- 
fore a prospective employer and assert 
his manhood's right to accept or reject 
terms of employment at will, who met 
his employer on a'plane of equality, so 
far as dictating conditions of employ- 
ment was concerned, refusing to recog- 
nize his mastership and accepting em- 
ployment not aa a ftvvor for which ho 
should feel profoundly grateful to tho 
one wto gran'.ed it, but as the result of 
a mutually satisfactory contract in the 
making of which both parties had rights 
and the chance to assort them, who felt 
noc the paralyzing hand of economic 
servitude- pressing its dead weight upon 
him, robbing him of the buoyancy of 
spirit and hopeful energy which ia a 
freeman's natural inheritance — this 
type of workingman has virtually dis- 
appeared from American industrial life. 
He has been replaced by a pitiful, cring- 
ing, servile counterfeit of a man, who 
looks upon the one who furnishes him 
with employment whereby he obtains 
the means to keep his poor starved soul 
imprisoned in his all but worthless body 
as a genuine benefactor of his race, who 
dnre not express a thought contrary to 
the known wishes of his employer for 
fear of disastrous economic consequences 
bring visited on his own head and whoso 
independence ia merely a pretty senti- 
ment for pseudo social and political 
philosophers to juggle with for the pur- 
pose of hypnotizing him into a state of 
exalted consciousness of his own impor- 
tance and patriotic fervor for the" preser- 
vation of bin country1^ well being (sic) 
end, what amounts to the same thing, 
hi3 benefactor's interests about election 
time. 


This is the "man's share in what goes 


on in life" that ha= fallen to the lot of 
the American workingman after a cen- 
tury's experience with manhood suf- 
frage. Is it a false, au overcolored pic- 
ture? Ko, ic is not. It does not begin to 
do justice to tbe subject. It but faintly 
impresses the degeneracy of tho type. 
The millions of workiugmen outside tbe 
protecting boundaries of trades unionism 
exist in hopeless slavery of the mo=t de- 
grading character. . Their politi:al lib- 
erty is merely a useless toy. 


Their votes are merely the instru- 


ments which pass into the control of 
their masters along with the labor pow- 
er they sail him, to be used for the same 
purpose—namely, their employer's ex- 
clusive benefit and enrichment and the 
perpetuation and extension of the condi- 
tions nnd bounds of their own slavish 
existence. 


"Employers of labor have a perfect 


tight to §ay how their employees shonld 
rote," said a prominent railwayman 
during the progress of the recent politi- 
cal campaign. "They do wrong to fur- 
nish employment to those who persist 
In voting and talking contrary to their 
Employer's interests," he continued, 
this infamous doctrine was openly.and 


shamelessly proclaimed and acted upon 
in tho recent election and is now an ac- 
cepted feature of American pol i tical life.' 
No matter how skillful and industrious 
a man may.be iu'tho service of his em- 
ployer, bis services are'no longer needed 
if be dare to express an independent 
thought on political subjects, a thought 
that rons counter to tho thought and 
wishes of his employer. And his eco- 
nomic servitnde is so great that be mast: 
accept tha verdict with what grace ho 
may, 
on pain of starvationi Truly the! 


votes of workingmcn nro of little use to 
them "while things aro as they now 
are." 


The only semblance of independence 


remaining in American industrial life I 
is to be found among the atrongly organ-' 
izud workinginen, and the pressure of ; 
economic conditions is becoming so in-!: 
tense'as to make it increasingly harder | 
for even them to maintain, their status, 
and it 'is only a, question of time, if 
present developments continue, when 
they, too, must fall under the yoke. The . 
pressure from without will become, too 
great for them to withstand. Hero is a 
problem that demands tho best thought 
of the age. Trades unionism is vitally 
interested, and it .would do well to 
Bliglitly nltar its lino of battle and its 
methods of attack if it does not wish to 
see au immense volnrqa of pent up so- 
cial force finally bursting into mad 
frenzy and rending tbe fabrio of present 
institutions from'top to bottom.

British iLabor Congress. 


In his remarks before tho American 


Federation of Labor, Fraternal Delegate 
Samuel Woods of England said: - 


"Tbe labor congress of. Great Britain 


was established 29 years' ago. Its first 
meeting was held at Manchester in 1SG8, 
and there were present 94 delegates, 
representing 100,000 trades unionists. 
Trades unions nt that time were re- 
garded not only, with .suspicion,', but 
with hatred by the wealthy classes of 
tha country. It is true they had been 
legalized so far back ' as 1824, but they 
had never been popular. They were not 
merely assailed in parliament, but were 
openly condemned by the press, on the 
platform and in the pulpit with a vio- 
lence seldom equaled in tho history of 
any country. Some of the subjeots con- 
sidered at the :Crst congress indicated 
the preliminary character of the gather- 
ing and show clearly that tho delegates 
were bnt feeling their way toward a 
more permanent and thorough form of 
organization. 


' 'The congress has greatly improved 


its condition in tbeee £9 ye'ars, both, in 
the tremendous influence it wields over 
parliament, and indeed over tho gov- 
ernment itEalf, in its largely increased 
membership and the number of dele- 
gates attending its annual conventions. - 
In 18G8 there were present 34 delegates, 
representing 100,000 trades unionists, 
and in 1390 350 delegates, representing 
1,100,000 men." 


'Eight .Hocra1 In ZscTV-Tork, 


This is tha thirtieth .year since the 


first eight hour law was introduced into 
our legislature, and the statute still al- 
lows the employment of certain classes 
of employees for a longer period than 
eight hours. Thoae'who are engaged in 
farm labor, in domestic labor, in the 
operation of street, steam, surface nnd 
elevated railroads, or who are employed 
in such brickyards as are.owned by cor- 
porations and not by individuals, are 
still escepted and must work a longer 
period for a day'swages. Agreemets for 
overwork for extra compensation are in 
all cases allowed, aud the eight hour 
law applies to work for the state, or for 
any municipal corporation, or for any 
contractor for state or city work. 


Tha street, surface and alevated rail- 


road employees are permitted by law to 
work 10 hours within 12 consecutive 
hours, and brickmaking in yards owned 
or operated by corporations and not by 
individuals may be dona for ten hours 
a day. 


As to etearn. surface and elevated rail- 


roads, 10 hours*'lebor, performed within 
12 consecutive hours, constituted a legal 
day, except where the mileage system 
of running trains is in operation. —New 
York News.

GOMPERS ON STRIKES. 


Opposed to Cheap Tjodginff Houses, . 
At a recent meeting of the Social Re- 


form club of New York Mrs. Josephine 
Shaw Lowell, chairman of the commit- 
tee on vagrancy tif the Associated Char- 
ities, took up the question of cheap lodg- 
ing houses. She regards them as, in the 
end, a bane and no boon. They foster 
the spiritof vagrancy and irresponsibil- 
ity. They bring those who have no de- 
sire for a higher standard of living into 
successful competition with the meu 
who have families to support. 
They 


really operate to lower wages. For the 
care of really homeless men one advised 
the establishment^ municipal lodging 
houses, where tha strictest investigation 
could be given to each individual apply- 
ing for'belp. By such means she would 
deem it possible that deserving men 
wich homes- in other cities could be re- 
turned thither, actual vagrants commit- 
ted to the workhouse and young bagin- 
cers in the .life of vagrancy referred to 
private charity, with some hope of suc- 
Dessf nlly wooing them from the nomadic 
life so dangerous to'the community.

ATily This'Weapon of lAbor.' 


One of tho stereotyped arguments 


which are urged against the trades un- 
ions most often is-..that strikes ore old 
nnd effete weapons; that they hava lost 
their power to secure permanent or even 
temporary advantages. As a matter of 
fact, there.ia no one, who has- devoted 
thought to our movement but who will 
endeavor by every means within his 
power to prevent the"inau£bration' of 
strikes or to take Euoh measures as will 
bring their number, down to a mini- 
mum. • It would not be amiss to say here 
that I hnva yet to meet an active trades 
unionist who does not deplore the neces- 
sity of strikes and who has not in count- 
less instances averted them. But to as- 
sert that strikes are ineffective is to as- 
sert that which has no foundation in 
fact. 


Your attention is called to the data 


returned to tue office of tho federation 
upon a blank forwarded to the affiliated 
Dijioua for that purpose, and which forms 
part of your officers' reports. It will be 
seen that, notwithstanding the- year "o£ 
practical industrial- and commercial 
stagnation, the movement in which the 
organized workmen were engaged baa 
been mainly fraught with success, and

While this tlata is of first importance 


in itself, we have a report just iB=m?d by 
the department of labor at Washington 
which sets forth that in" tboso states 
or localities tho industries in. which thei 
workers were organized the largest 
number of successes.were secured and 
concessions granted, wages increased, 
hours of labor reduced, and other condi- 
tions under which labor ia performed 
much improved. 
When such tangible 


and beneficial 
results fcavo come' in 


spite of the fact that" so Eiiall a number 
are organized compared to the unorgan- 
ized, it does .not require a very great 
Etretcb of the imagination to realize 
that with the organization cf vast rjuru 
bors of: workers we shall not only.make 
further advances, bnt'ont of all propor- 
tion to tho numbers within bar ranks. 
The organization and concsntration of 
the one—capitalists—presupposes tha 
organization and concentration of the 
oiher—workers. 


In .the very nature, of oar being we 


aro determined, as we are justly entitled, 
to demand a larger share in tbe product 
of our labor. We want peace," b'nt we 
shall insist that peace shall be main- 
tained consistent with the increasing 
needs of our workers and those depend- 
ing upon them. 
Wa organize, and the 


better we ara prepared to enter into 
strikes the less occasion will we have to 
resort to them in order to insure success 
in securing justice to labor. With' or- 
ganized labor, corporations .and unfair 
employers will' soon realize that conces- 
sions will be less costly than conflict. 
All being conscious, however,-of what 
is involved, wa are now more careful of 
entering into haphazard strikes than 
ever before, not because they are inef- 
fective, but because the voice of labor 
is more distinctly and 
emphatically 


heard. 


We need never fear that the workers 


will fail to secure relief, improvement, 
amelioration and finally emancipation 
provided they,, .are organized, as trne 
trades nnionisis.: With this basis for their 
organization, they will prove a citadel 
of power and defense against all antag- 
onism directed from whatsoever sonroe. 
The secret of labor's success, to labor's 
progress, to labor's best improvement, 
lies in the one word organization, for 
there cannot be organization without 
education, there cannot be organization 
without agitation, there cannot bo or- 
ganization of tha wage earnars on trades 
union lines which does not mean final 
emancipation. 


But wholly aside from.the indisputa- 


ble facts which demonstrate that strikes 
or preparation for strikes is a most 
potent weapon to secure better condi- 
tions for tha workers, a cursory view of 
modern methods by which industry is 
conducted will convince that now more 
than ever ore strike's most effective.' 
Tbe concentration of large numbers by 
which one industry is so closely allied 
to another that the stopping of one 
branch may mean the paralysis of nearly 
all, tha vast sums invested in the plants 
and in the highest developed machinery 
—these and countless other considera- 
tions make the modern strike not only 
effective, but more so than ever before 
in the world's history. 


We:observe the effort in civilized na- 


tions to reach settlements of disputes by 
other means than a resort to arms. Is 
this not a realization of the fact that 
modem warfare ia eo destructive that 
nations prefer making concessions rather 


'. than to indulge in what practically 


'. might be a war of extermination? De- 
} spite these peaceful settlements by na- 
! tions, however, they neither of them 


I disarm, nor do smaller or weaker na- 


tions enjoy these blessings at the hands 
cf the larger, the stronger. 
: 
The same reasoning applies to the or- 


ganization of labor and the employers of 
: labor. Wealth and capital are the arms of 
i the employing clues. The trades unions 
' with funds—the ammunition of labor— 
provided by tha workers during periods 
.of peaceful employment, are the arms 
of labor. Snob a condition may mean 
practically armed peace, but that this ia 
preferable to unarmed slavery no sincere 
lover of mankind and progress will dis- 
: pute.—President Gompers' Address.

A VERY SICKENING BAKERY 


.BOAHD OF ^HEALTH INSPECTS 


A DISGUSTING PIACE. 


Bread aiacle In n Cellar Hoomf—Devoid of 


jLl£ht or Ventilation-Covered "With Dirt— 
,>~o Place to £ake JBreacl—Eighteen JBuIcT 
erle»

Others ^oed Improvements. 
Sixty-five establiahmouts in this city 


aro known as hakeries and so classed. 


Many oE them are bake shops in loot; 


some have hopes of growing into bakeries 
in time. 
But they are turning out bread 


or an nrtjcle.supposed to be the real thing 
—and" it is only a supposition. 


"Wednesday 
afternoon the board of 


health visited eighteen of those shops aud 
if the public ever saw some of them 
it would he strongly Inclined to abstain 
from the "staff of life," In the future. 
The law passed by the. last legislature 
places all bakeries under the direct.super- 
vlsion and control otthe locaL boards- of 
healch. The members must see to it that 
all requirements of that law are complied 
•with. Bakeries need liglit, where the 
sun's . rays penetrate,, the surroundings 
must denote cleanliness and a general 
care for tidiness must be exhibited in the 
cooking utensils and the furnishings. 
If 


[ho^bakery be in a basement the fluor 
must be of cement -with a board covering. 
This last clansn is llublu to create some 
contention between the landlord and the 
tenant should the hoard of health persist 
in its enforcement. The landlord believes 
it_to ho of personal advantage to his ten- 
ant, may insist on the latter bearing the 
expense of alteration; and tbe tenant is 
likely to regard it as a permanent im- 
provement und refuse to contribute to the 
payment of the cost. 


The efficient inspectors of the board of 


health did not report iuvitlug surround- 
ings in all of these places, and; that is why 
Messrs. Bayles and Curcin went out'to see 
for themselves. Inspector Qarrity piloted 
them around. 


The places maintained by the French 


bakers they found in satisfactory con- 
dition. 
There was the light, ventilation 


and cleanliness everywhere apparent. 


One place they visited was frightlal. 


The building in which it is located pos- 
sessed not even a presentable appearance. 
The members entered from the street, a 
store, climbed down, a few steps and en- 
tered a dingy room, lighted by gas. A 
man was at work there; how he ever 
stood it. Is an unanswerable question. 


There was not the slightest trace of tid- 


iness; in fact the place was in a disgust- 
ingly bad condition. 


The sink was trapped once: now the 


trap was out of kelter. 
Hera and there 


were scattered the ntenslis, with "grit" 
hardened on their aides. There was^no 
ventilation and the atmosphere in the 
stuffy little apology for a room was .sick- 
ening. There was a ''minute" made of 
that place ;~what It was, only the board of 
health knows; we are .likely to have one 
less bakery in the course of a month. 


A few other places visited wete not 


without faulc, but none approached the 
one described above. 


Probably .the next Journey made will 


reveal something" more objectionable to 
the hoard, for It is said that one bread 
factory In this city is entered from a barn. 
The board will meet next Tuesday when 
the time for the next trip will bo decided 
upon. When all htve r-een visited, sharp 
and Instant action will be taken in cases 
requiring auoh procedure. '
